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stinct, may be considered as further evidence of the validity of the two taxa as section. 

Sexuality of flowers is also disscussed in the paper. According to our observation 
on six species, Le. Stachyurus yunnanensis, S. obovatus, S$. himalaicus, S. chinensis, S. sa- 
licifolius, S. retusus, the plants are dioecious, which supports T. Makino’s observation on 
S. praecox and H. Hara’s on S. kimalaicus. Female flowers have relatively large pistils and 
short stamens with empty anthers, while male flowers have smaller sterile pistils and lon- 
ger stamens with well developed anthers.
